We feel that contact with Karl Shorst 
on this matter would be waste of time and possibly counter- 
productive. 

We believe status US military liaison mission Potsdam will 
continue to be decided in future as it has presumably been 
decided in past — i.e., on considerations having nothing 
to do with allied position Berlin, such as benefits Soviets 
consider they derive from having Soviet MLM in Frankfurt.
